Mr. Juſtice F/thezs, who told the Priſoner, that his Nature,was Compaſſionate, and that he 
delights not in paſſing Sentence on his fellow Creatures ; yer in Caſe of ſach a Crime, he muſt 
confeſs he did it without remorſe, and having further exprefed himſelf in dereftation of the Pri- 
ſoners offence, and Eloquently diſcourſed it at large, he was pleaſed to Pronounce the fol- 
lowing Sentence as the Judgment of the Court, ws. 2 

That Tis Oats ſhould be Fined 1000 Mark upon each Convittion. 

That on Munday next, he walk about Weſtminſter-ball, with a Paper upon his Forehead, men- 
tioning his Crime : And afterward ſtripped of his Canonical Habit, Stand Upon and In the 
Pillory before the Hall-Gate, between the hours of Eleven and One, for the ſpace of an 
hour to Stand. 

The Tueſday following, for the ſpace of an hour, before the Royal Exchange. 

On Wedneſday, to be Publickly whipped from Aldgate to Newgate. 

On Frydey to be whipped from Newgate to Tyburn. 

To ſtand inthe Pillory the Ninth of Auguſt next, at Weſtminſter. 

The Tenth at Charing-croſs. 

The Eleventh, at Temple-Bar. 

The Second of September, at the Royal Exchange. 

The 24h. of April at Tybury, with his Face to the Gallows. 

The latt five times ſtanding in the Pillory, to be performed Annually, during his Life, and liks- 

wiſe impriſoned for Life. Wherenpon he was taken from the Bar. 
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
